No. SEC/2E-II/2022/4053.— Whereas, Sh. Madan Kumar s/o Sh Raje Ram had contested election from Ward 
No. |7 as Member, Zila Parished, Bhiwani held on 7.0.20l6. He was disqualified by the State Election 
Commission, Haryana vide order No. SEC/2E-II/209/l760dated 2.2.20l9 due to non submission of election 
expenditure statement within the prescribed time limit. 


2. Whereas, Sh. Madan Kumar s/o Sh. Raje Ram of village Sator, Tehsil Charkhi Dadri, District Bhiwani (now 
district Charkhi Dadri) has filed a representation dated 7.0.2022 against the above referred order. He has submitted 
that at the time of allotment of election symbol to him, FIR No. 503, dated 06-0-204, under section 406, 420/20B, 
506, and 34 of Indian Penal Code was registered against his wife in Police Station, Civil Lines, Rohtak and he could 
not submit his election expenditure statement within the prescribed time limit. He has also stated that now he has been 
acquitted in the case. On perusal of order dated 29.0.2020 passed by the Hon’ble High Court of Punjab and Haryana 
in CRM No. 42264, of 20l9(0&M) submitted by him with his representation it has been observed that the above 
stated IR has been quashed and he has requested to withdraw his disqualification order. 


3. I have also examined the expenditure statement now submitted by Sh. Madan Kumar s/o Sh. Raje Ram and 
observe that expenditure made in the election in within the expenditure limit prescribed by the State Election 
Commission, Haryana vide its order No SEC/2E-II/2-205/5782, dated 03.06.20l5. So far as filing the election 
expenditure beyond the prescribed time limit is concerned, I have gone through his representation and office record 
carefully, considering the fact that his election expenditure statement although tiled beyond the prescribed time limit 
is within the prescribed limit, I am taking a lenient and sympathetic view and order to withdraw his disqualification 
order-and also withdraw his name from the list of disqualified candidates issued vide order dated 2.2.209. 


4. I further direct that a copy of this order be sent to the candidate concerned through Deputy Commissioner- 
cum-District Election Officer, Bhiwani (now district Charkhi Dadri). 


5. I further direct that a copy of this order be hosted on website of the Commission www.secharyana.gov.in.
